Summary of Proposals by Local Authorities for dealing with Unfit Houses 

i The Housing (Repairs and. Rents) (Scotland) Act, 1954, lays on local 
authorities in Scotland the duty to submit to the Secretary of State proposals 
fiw dealing with houses in their districts which appear to the local authorities 
tv unfit for human habitation or which are in clearance areas, or m their 
nninion ought to be included in clearance areas. The Secretap’ of State may 
anraove a local authority’s proposals, with or without modification, and it 
k the duty of the local authority to give effect to the proposals as approved. 
a conv of the approved proposals has to be deposited at the offices of the 
local authority and to be available for inspection by members of the pubhc. 

? The Act provides for the submission of the proposals in such form as 
the Secretary of State may require within one year of the commencement ol 
the Act i e by 30th August, 1955, unless because of the extent of the problem 
in any ’particular district or other exceptional circumstances, the Secretary 
of State authorises either an extension of the period or the submission of 
partial proposals within the period. 

3 The proposals were submitted in two parts. Part 1 contained estimates 
of the total number of unfit houses in the district of each local authority by 
categories- Part 2 detailed the local authority’s proposals over the three years 
reriod ending 31st December, 1958, for dealing with unfit houses, including 
unfit houses in clearance areas, and for undertaking the necessary rehousing. 

4. The following Tables give figures obtained from the proposals submitted 
by local authorities: —

5 The figures in Tables I and IH relating to the numbers of unfit houses do 
not'intoatfthe total number of unfit houses in Scotland. For -some chstr, te 
the figures are not complete. For example, m Glasgow, because of the 
and complexity of the problem, the Corporation hrrnted h ou se “ which 
the problem in Part 1 of their proposals to the number of unfit houses ; winch 
might reasonably be dealt with over the next 10 years, ^am fhe proposal 
submitted by Edinburgh Corporation were partial proposals only. In gener 
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the completeness and the detailed accuracy of the figures given by local author- 
ities must vary somewhat, according to the size of the problem and other 
local circumstances. Some local authorities have been able to carry out physical 
surveys of their districts, while others have had to rely on broad estimates 
of the numbers of hduses in each category. 

6. In Tables I and III, Column 3 gives figures for unfit houses which could 
be acquired by local authorities, either individually or under clearance area 
procedure, so that they may be retained temporarily and have works carried 
out on them to make them more habitable pending demolition. Some of the 
individual unfit houses in this column may be made fully fit as an alternative 
to making them more habitable pending demolition, if circumstances justify 
this course. In Tables I and III, Column 4 gives the figures for unfit houses 
already in clearance areas which are to be retained temporarily and have works 
carried out on them to make them more habitable pending demolition. 
In Tables II and IV, which give particulars of the programme for the 
next three years, the figures, in Column 4, for unfit houses to be retained 
temporarily relate only to such houses in clearance areas. Local authorities 
were not asked to furnish figures showing how many individual unfit houses 
might be acquired and have works carried out on them in the three years 
programme, since that number cannot readily be estimated. 

7. Local authorities whose proposals have not been submitted in time for 
inclusion in this paper are shown with an asterisk in Tables III and IV. 

8. Where a column entry is marked . . . the particular figure is not available. 

9. In Tables I and III Column 6 relates to houses which the local authorities 
consider may be made fit at reasonable expense by the owners, either as a 
result of statutory action (service of notices, etc.) by the local authorities under 
the Housing (Scotland) Act, 1950, or otherwise.
